Fifty Bodies Recovered From Wreck^ 
ed Factory at Brockton, 


Brockton, Mass., March 21. — This 
clliy Is in mourning for at least three- 
score of her citizeùs, whose lives were 
blotted out by the explosion of a boiler 
in a large slioo manufacturing estab- 
lishment in the Campello district, con- 
ducted by the R. B. Grover company. 


Two hundred and fifty survivors 
have been accoiinted for and the re- 
mains of 50 bodies have beon recov- 
ered from the ruins. Fragments of 
human frames, which possibly might 
belong to bodies other 
than 
those 
enumerated, have 
also been found. 
Few of the remains haA^c been iden- 
tified. The head in nearly every caae 
Is missing, and 
except in rare in- 
stances it was impossible even to dls* 
tinguish the sex. 


Chief of Police Boyden 
expressed 
the opinion that a number of those 
living In nearby places were injured 
and had gone home without reporting 
their injuries. He thought that many of 
those not accounted for, upwards of 
100 in number, were among these. 


The Jìré extended fi-om the factory 
to seven other buildings in the vicin- 
ity and destroyed them. Two wooden 
dwellings near the engine room were 
practically demolished by the flying 
boiler, but none of the occupants was 
seriously injured. The total financial 
loss is estimateti at $250,000, $200,000 
of M'hich falls on the R. B. Grover 
company. 


It may never be known Just how 
many persons were in the factory. 


Factory Blown to Pieces, 


The explosion, which was followed 
by such a sacrifice of life and entailed 
appalling instances of human sufferinc^", 
occurred without 
warning. 
Suddenly 
the air vibrated with the roar of an 
explosion. 
At the same moment the 
Urge wooden frame of tiio factx)ry, a 
four-story 
structure, 
quivered, 
and 
then the rear portion of It collapsed. In 
a fraction of a second this section of 
the 
great 
building had been trans- 
formed into a mass of iron and wooden 
wreckage, In the midst of which human 
beings were pinioned. In another mo- 
ment fire had broken out in the de- 
bris. and death by fire and suffocation 
became the fate of scores of the oper- 
atives. 


When the boiler exploded it passed 
upward almost perpendicularly, tearing 
a passage as it went, killing many on 
the way. After rising high in the air,

Scenes of Horror. 


Scenes 
of 
horror 
followed 
the 
wrenching apart of the factory build- 
ing. In the rear the three upper floors, 
weighted as they were with heavy ma- 
chinery, collapsed with a crash 
that 
was heard for blocks. Men and women 
operatives attepipted to flee, after the 
first dull roar, when the flooring sank 
beneath them, and they were carried 
to 
the 
ground 
floor, 
crushed 
and 
bruised, amid the mass of debris. Many 
fell Into a veritable fiery furnace, 


Scarcely had the rear portion of the 
structure collapsed, when a tongue of 
flame started up from the boiler pit, 
and, reaching out as it ascended, com- 
municated with the splintered wreck- 
age, and Immediately after with the 
standing walls. Soon the entire fac- 
tory was In flames. 


By this time nearby citizens had ar- 
rived to assist the employes who es^- 
caped in the rescue of their fellows.

Flying Boiler Wrccks Twa Houses. 
The house at the north of the fac- 
tory through Avhich the exploded boiler 
crashed was owned and occupied by 
David W. Rockwell, tho engineer la 
charge of tho boiler, who was among 
tho klllrd. The houoe was demolishod. 
the roof being rippt^'d off ond two walls 
torn down, 
Mrs. Rockwell, who was 
sitting by tho kitchen stove, had a 
miraculous escape from death, receiv- 
ing many cuts from iîring bití? of tim- 
ber v/hen the boiler ejcpUidod through 
the upper portion of her house. 
Mrs. 
Rockwell snatched up her two chil- 
dren, who were uniujured, and started 
for the home of tho nearest neighbor, 
Mrs. Etta Hood. She found this cot- 
tage had been- practically rent asunder 
by the boiler, the head of which waa 
buried in the middle of the structure. 
Miss Pratt, 7S years of age. a relative 
of the Hoods, was alone in the house. 
The cottage was thrown several feet 
off its foundations and M1as Pratt was 
knocked down and stunned, but recov- 
ered. 


Several charred and headless bodies 
were recovered near the boiler pit. 
and the boncG of others wore found. 
They wore placed in pme boxes and 
removed to a temporary morgue. 


Rescuers Fainted. 


Several of the rescuers and search- 
ers fainted as they beheld the dis- 
tressing scene. There was no trace of 
the body of David W. Rockwcll, engi- 
neer of the plant, who was not seen 
after the e:;plosion. It is supposed that 
he perished at his post. 


An Uiapection of the vrrerked Iwiler 
by the state boiler inspector showed 
that there was a suiilcient supply of 
water in it. The cause of the explosion 
is at present a mystery. 


Up to this morning the remains of 
wha.t were believed to be portions of 
60 bodies had been found in the smok- 
ing ruins and removed to the morgue.

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SCORES KILLED BY

Fifty Bodies Recovered From Wreck^ 
ed Factory at Brockton, Magfc 


Brockton, Mass., March 21. — T h is 
city Is in mourniag for at least three- 
Bcore of her citizens, whose lives were 
blotted out by the explosion of a boiler 
in a large sh o o manufacturing estab­ 
lishment in the Campello district, coa- 
durted by the R. B. Grover company. 
Two hundred and fifty 
survivors 
have been accounted for and the re­ 
mains of 50 bodies have been recov­ 
ered from the ruin». Fragments of 
human frames, which possibly might 
belong to bv/dies other 
than 
those 
enumerated, have 
also been found. 
Few of the remains have been iden­ 
tified. The head in nearly every case 
is missing, and 
except in rare in­ 
stances it was impossible even to dls* 
tinffuish the sex. 
Chief of Police Boyden 
expressed 
the opinion that a number of those 
living in nearby places were injured 
and had gone home without reporting 
their injuries. He thought that many of 
those not accounted for, upwards of 
100 in number, were among these. 
The fire' extended fixDm the factory 
to seven other buildings in the vicin­ 
ity and destroyed them, t'wo wooden 
dwellingTi near the engine room were 
practically demolished by the flying 
boiler, but none of the occupaats was 
seriously injured. Tho total financial 
loss is estimated at $250.000, $200,000 
of which falls on tho R. B. Grover 
company. 
It may never be known Just how 
many persons were in the factory. 
Factory Blown to Pieces. 
The explosion, w'hich was followed 
by such a sacrifice of life and entailed 
appalling instances of human sufferinc^*, 
occurred w^ithout warning. 
Suddenly 
tho air vibrated with the roar of an 
explosion. 
At the same moment the 
large wooden frame of the factory, a 
four-story 
structure, 
quivered, 
and 
then the rear portion of it collapsed. In 
a fraction of a second this section of 
the 
great 
building had been trans­ 
formed into a mass of iron and wooden 
wreckage, in the midst of which human 
beings were pinioned. In another mo­ 
ment fire had broken out in the de­ 
bris, and death by fire and suffocation 
became the fate of scores of the oper­ 
atives. 
When the boiler exploded it passed 
upward almost perpendicularly, tearing 
a passage as it went, killing many on 
the way. After rising high in the air, 
It descended half the distance, and 
then, swerving northerly, cut its way 
like some huge projectile through a 
dwelling 
house 50 feet 
away, 
and 
pierced another dwelling further along, 
demolishing the latter structure. Here 
its course was stopped. 
Scenes of Horror. 
Scenes 
of 
horror 
followed 
the 
wrenching apart of tho factory build­ 
ing. In the rear the three upper floors, 
weighted as they were with heavy ma­ 
chinery, collapsed with a crash 
tliat 
was heard for blocks. Men and women 
operatives attejnpted to flee, after the 
first dull roar, when the flooring sank 
beneath them, and they were carried 
to 
the 
ground 
floor, 
crushed 
and 
bruised, amid the mass of debris. Many 
fell Into a veritable fiery furnace. 
Scarcely bad the rear portion of the 
structure collapsed, when a tongue of 
flame started up from the boiler pit, 
and, reaching out as It ascended, com­ 
municated with the splintered v/reck- 
age, and Immediately after with the 
standing walls. Soon the entire fac­ 
tory was In flames. 
By this time nearby citizens had ar­ 
rived to assist the employes who es»- 
caped in the rescue of their fellows. 
By the use of long pieces of timber the 
rescuers were able to raise parts of the 
wreckage and thereby release some of 
the Imprisoned men and women, and 
then, by rushing intO’ the smoke, pull 
them from the ruins. 
Rescued GIris, Then Died. 
Then it was that acts of ^crlfice and 
heroism were seen. 
One man, whose 
legs were caught under an iron beam, 
cried to the rescuers that they could 
not extricate him and to help the girls 
behind him. 
Stretching out his arms, 
h*e lifted several ^irls, one by one, and 
passed them, to the rescuers. 
Then 
the fire reached him and he died. 
A 
woman, who was entangled in a shoe 
machine, cried out that she was dying, 
and commanded the rescuers to attend 
to others who might live. She begged 
to be shot. Soon the flames enveloped 
her.

Flying Boiler Wrccks Two House«, 
The house at the north of the fac­ 
tory through which the exploded boiler 
crashed was owned and occupied by 
David W. Rockwell, tho engineer la 
charge of tho boiler, who was among 
tho killed. The house was demolished, 
the roof being ripped off ond two walls 
torn down. 
Mrs. Rockwell, who Avas 
sitting by the kitchen stove, had a 
miraculous escape from death, receiv­ 
ing many cuts from ilring bits? of tim­ 
ber v/hen the boiler exploded through 
the upper portion of her house. 
Mrs. 
RockwoH snatched up her two chil­ 
dren. who were uninjured, and started 
for the home of tho nearest neighbor, 
Mrs. Etta Hood. 
She found this cot­ 
tage had been- practically rent asunder 
by the boiler, the head of which waa 
bm’ied in the middle of the structure. 
Miss Pratt, 7S years of age, a relative 
of the Hoods, wa« alone in the house. 
The cottage was thrown several feet 
off its foundations and M1ss Pratt was 
knocked down and stunned, but recov­ 
ered. 
Several charred and headless bodies 
were recovered near tho boiler pit, 
and the bones of others were found. 
They were placed in pme boxes and 
removed to a temporary morgue. 
Rcscuers Fainted. 
Several of the rescuers and search­ 
ers fainted as they beheld the dis­ 
tressing scene. There was no trace of 
the body of David W. Rockwell, engi­ 
neer of the plant, who was not seen 
after tho explosion. It is supposed that 
he perished at his post. 
An inspection of the v/rerked l>oiler 
by the state boiler inspector sho*wed 
that there was a sufficient supply of 
water in it. The cause of the explosion 
is at present a mystery. 
Up to this morning the remains of 
wha.t w^ere believed to bo portions nf 
60 bodies had been found in the smok­ 
ing ruins and removed to the morguo. 
Some of thesG were mere trunks; all 
were headless and jnany w^ere sections 
of skeletons. 
OcciiJ^lonally a bit of 
burned dress attached to the romains 
indicated that the dead person had 
been a Avoman. When Medical Exam­ 
iner Paine had made a careful re-exam­ 
ination of all the remains at hand, he 
announced that it w^as certain that 50 
bodies wore ropresented in the collec­ 
tion. 
He could not say how many 
more v/oro represented by the l>one 
fragments also recovered, or whether 
they belonged to the list of 50.

RUSSIANS PRESSING NORTHWARD 


Retreat Is Uneventful, Unmarked By 
Serious Fighting. 
St. Petersburg, March 21.—Tho latest 
dispatches from Manchuria Indicato 
that the retront of the Russian army 
being conducted 
uneventfully. 
Tho 
last few days wwe unmarked by any 
fighting of a serious nature. Botli the 
Russians and tho Japanose at this staso 
arc probably considering that march­ 
ing is more imi>ortant than fighting. 
Tho Russians, however, are neglecting 
no precautions to impede pursuit and 
hamper the construction of permanent 
Japanese lines of supply. 
M. Tuluxakoff, an Associated Press 
correspondent who had been accompa­ 
nying General Rennenkampff's corps 
of the Eastern arfny, and whose dis­ 
patches suddenly ceased with the be­ 
ginning of tho retreat, has arrived at 
Gunshu Par^s, having been wounded in 
the early stage of the retirement and 
incapacitated^ from 
conducting 
his 
work.

T^ondon, March 20.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph’s Yokohama correspondent says 
that during a storm a Japanese tor­ 
pedo boat destroyer was lost off tho 
Indo-China coast. 


Viborg, European Russia, March 21. 
► -Governor Miasorodoff was shot and 
ceriously v/ounded by a boy,* whose 
identity has not been ascertained. Tho 
assassin, w^ho is about 15 years of age, 
obtained an entrance to the govenior's 
office and fired three times at him, one 
bullet inflicting a serious wound and 
the othens slightly wounding tho gov­ 
ernor’s legs. The governor’s clerks and 
secretary 
were 
unable to stop tho 
would-be assassin, who reachod the 
street v/here, however, he was oxTost- 
ed without a struggle. 
The governor's condition Is critical, 
The j'outh w^ho shot the govenaor 
has been identified as Mattl Hjalmar 
Reinikke, who admits that he is a 
revolutiinist. He hails from Kurikke 
parish, in the northwestern part of 
Finland, but 
recently has 
lived in 
Stockholm to avoid arrest on account 
of his known revolutionary ideas. H e 
returned four days ago to Finland by 
way of Tornea, and spent three days fa 
Viborg, 
but 
declines to reveal his 
stopping place. 
Governor Miasorodoff has been most 
energetic in the Russification of Fin­ 
land, and memorials have been sent 
to estates petitioning for his removal 
on account of his 
alleged 
illegal 
methods and the general conditions in 
his province, which were pronounced 
to be intolerable. 
Reinikke gained access to the gov­ 
ernor’s cabinet and fired a shot from 
the threshold. 
Then, advancing, he 
fired twice more, after which, Jumping 
behind and under the governor's v/rit- 
ing table, v/ivh his pistol he held up 
the clerks w^ho v/ere rushing jn, and 
managed to reach the street. Secretary 
Markoff, M^ho foJlowed him, summoned 
assistance and the would-be asbassin 
was captured.

URGING CZAR FOR PEACE 


Emperor’s Ministers Want Peace On 
Reasonable Terms. 
St. 
Petersburg, 
Mai’ch 
20.—While 
Emperor Nicholas, whose Avord is final, 
still declines to abandon the prosecu­ 
tion of the war, and the government 
maintains its ability to continue the 
conflict, the Associated Press is in a 
position to state that powerful influ­ 
ences, including sevm^al of the empe- 
roi*’s own ministers, are now strongly 
urging that the time has come to indi­ 
cate to Japan Russia's desire for peace 
upon a roason'^ble basis. Should Japan 
then attempt to impose too onoi’ous 
conditions, these influences argue that 
in view of the universal wish to soe 
tho bloody conillcl ended, Russia's po­ 
sition will be strengthened abroad by 
the alienation of sympathy from Japan 
and the situation at home improved 
when the nation is made to understand 
that the emperor's pacific proposals 
have been met with impossible terms. 
One of the emperor's ministers in a 
conversation with the Associated Press 
was asked what peace terms would be 
reasonable. He said: 
‘^Broadly speaking. Rus.sia's renun­ 
ciation of her entire Manchurian policy 
should satisfy Japan's claims. 
She 
could have her protectorate over Korea, 
such privileges on the Kwantung pe­ 
ninsula and at Port Arthur as the 
powers w’ould not opix)se, and the Chi­ 
nese Eastern railway be placed under 
International control, Russia maintain 
Ing her rights to a railway line through 
northern Manchuria to Vladivostok." 
“What would be Russia's attitude on 
the subjoct of Indemnity?" 
“Russia never yet has paid indem­ 
nity, and history practically alYords no 
precedent for Indemnity when territory 
is not occupied to insure payment, and 
Japan holds not a foot of Russian ter­ 
ritory. Japan could, however, take the 
proceeds of the sale of tho property 
and rights of tlie Cmnese Eastern rail- 
v/ay, which ^tas built with Russian 
money." ^ 


TWENTY-FOUR DEAD 
IN MINE DISASTER 


Charleston, W. Va., March 20.—As 
the result oi the horrible explosion in 
lihe Rush Run and Red Ash mines, 
aear Thurmond, 24 men now lie stark 
In death in the two mines. 
Ten ot 
those were killed in the explosion, and 
the other 14 were a rescuing party 
who entoreil the mine to take out the 
charred 
and 
blackened remains of 
their fellow workm<sn. 
These latter 
T/ere killed by a second explosion oi 
the after-damp. 
Tho first e.\i)losion\ seemed to shake 
the foundations of the mountains, and 
the angry twin flash from 
tho two 
neighboring drift mouths lighted up 
the heavens for wiles aroimd. Soon 
from the mining villages for several 
miles up and down the river huur 
dreds of people rushed to the scene 
of the dreadful disaster. The first exi 
plosion 
v.as 
caused by a “naked" , 
flame coming in contact with the gag. 
The 
flames 
leiped from tho driit 
mouth and set fire to everything In 
reach that was not blown .from harm’s 
way by the lorce of tiie explosion. Tne 
gref4 drum by waioti tlie loaded cars 
art> run fro» tflw .drirt uiouth down 
tUt invjmo u) in:

empties drawn up was blown fi^m Its 
moorings and down the mountain side 
600 feet, while the drum house raupht 
fire and was totaJly consumed. 
Th« 
cars that stood at the mouth of the 
mino were blown far down towards the 
tipple» and much of the track of th« 
Incline w’as destroyed, 
Tho big fan 
that furnished air in Uie mine was so 
damaged Uiat it w’as aeveral hours 
before it could bo started again. 
A roscue party w’aa formed, and 
abo;it 20 men entered the mln# lu 
search of tho bodies of those who had 
perished at the firsl explosion. 
The 
men explored 
the 
mine for two or 
three hours putting up brattices so 
tliat pure air should follow them wher^ 
over they wont. Finally some of them 
came out and reported that the oth- 
ers wero too careless In going forward 
faster than the good air was being 
supplied, carrying at the same time a 
"naked" light. Another awful explo­ 
sion occurred, caused by tlie gas com­ 
ing In contact with tho "nake<r* fian^ 
of a miner’s lamp, and 14 more souls 
wero launched into eternity. This ex­ 
plosion was not so forcible as th© 
former, but tho moro awful in its of- 
fects, and was followed by shorter, 
thinned tongues of flame, followed by 
a silence so deadly that it seemed 
physically painful and darkness im­ 
penetrable.

"Pawnee Bill" Makes Money by Rais- 
ing Them for ßeef. 
Süiiii^ ihree or four years ago when 
Pawnee Bill bought up al 
the loose 
buffalo obtainable, and 
declared 
he 
w^ould raise 
buffalo 
meat 
for 
the 
market, the eastern papers termed it 
the "Buffalo Trust" and many of them 
declared it all "an advertisement'' for 
his big "Wild Wost^' show, and that 
the project would never be successful- 
ly carried out.

buffalo ranch has been a success, as 
there is now a large bunch of as fine 
young buffalo as was ever seen being 
corn fed on his ranch south of town, 
and will be slaughtered and shipped 
east for the holiday trade. 
The Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel in New York City 
has already ordered two hindquarters 
—which heads the list of orders from 
many of the large hotels'* and cafes 
throughout the United States. 
Even 
Canada has placed one order, the King 
Edward hotel of Toronto having placed 
an order for a 3C-pound roast to in- 
clude the "Immp," which is consider- 
ed by all old buffalo hunters to be the 
most delicious and nutritious part of 
of the carcass. 
Evidently, some one 
placed the order for the King Edward 
who has been an old buffalo hunter. 
Pawnee Bill says his receipts from the 
ranch will be close to $30.000, and 
each year's receipts will Increase. 


An experiment of crossing the buf- 
falo with Galloway cattle will be made, 
which should bring an animal far sur- 
passing the genuine buffalo, as the 
Galloway 
animal is, of itself, 
very 
handsome, with a long silky coat, and 
a kindly disposition, 
which 
should 
temper the 
fiery 
disposition of 
the 
genuine buffalo, as well as improve 
the color of the robe. 
The average 
price per pound 
of buffalo meat is 
about .$1,25—the loin and short ribs 
bringing il.50 per pound—while tho 
plate and stew bring $1, 
The robe 
brings $75; the heads when mounted, 
readily bring $75 to $150 each, accord- 
ing to size and 
quality. 
Both 
the 
heads and robes are very handsome 
when taken at this season of the year, 
as they have their heavy winter coat.

TO TELEPHONE TO MARS. 


Sheep in Spain. 


There are about ten millions of mig- 
ratory sheep in Spain which each year 
travel as much as 200 miles from the 
plains to the mountains. 
They are 
known as 
transmantes, 
and 
their 
marcli, resting places and 
behavior 
are governed by special 
regulations, 
dieting from the fourteenth 
century 
At certain times no one may travel 
the same route as the sheep, which 
have the right to graze on all open 
and common land on the way. , For 
this purpose a road of ninety yards 
wide must be left on all inclosed and 
private property. 
The shepherds lead 
their 
flocks, 
which follow after and 
around. 
The flocks are accompanied 
by provision mules, and by large dogs 
to guard against wolves. 
The merino 
sheep travel 40 miles to the mountains, 
and the total time spent on the migra- 
tion there and back is 14 weeks.— 
Waverley Magazine,

In the Electrical World and Engineer 
he announces that he has invented a 
"telautomatic" torpedo v/hlch can be 
directed at will from a distance much 
greater than the range of the largest 
gun with unerring precision upon the 
object to be destroyed. 


"The operator will not need to see 
the Infernal engine or even know its 
location, and the enemy will be unable 
to interfere in the slightest with Its 
movements by any electrical means," 
says Mr. Tesla, 


One of these "devll-telautomata," he 
says, will soon be constructed, and if 
adopted by the great governments of 
the world, it will stop the building of 
battle-ships and put forts out of busi- 
ness. 


He announces also, that he is design- 
ing an oscillator, with a maximum ac- 
tivity of 10,000,000 horse-power, with 
which he can telegraph or telephone 
to Mars or Venus, 


"And this machine I am building," 
says Mr. Tesla, "is but a plaything 
* 
• 
* just enough to throw this plan- 
et Into feeble tremors by sign and 
word—to telegraph and to telephone," 
He declares he is designing an oscil- 
lator which will drive through 
the 
earth a current of 100,000,000 volts, 
and deliver energy at the rate of 1,- 
000,000 
horse-power—one 
hundred 
Falls of Niagara combined in one— 
striking the 
universe 
with 
blows— 


blows that will wake from their slum- 
ber the sleepiest electricians, if there 
be any, on Venus or Mars. 


"It is not a dream, it Is a simple 
feat of scientific 
electrical 
engineer- 
ing, only expensive—blind, faint heart- 
ed world," 


Mr. Tesla says also he is at work 
on designs for a plant which is to 
transmit 10,000 
horse-power 
without 
wires.—New York World,

In the Electrical World and Engineer 
he announces that he has invented a 
“telautomatic” torpedo v/hich can be 
directed at will from a distance much 
greater than the range of the largest 
gun with unerring precision upon the 
object to be destroyed. 
“The operator will not need to see 
the infernal engine or even know its 
location, and the enemy will be unable 
to interfere in the slightest with its 
movements by any electrical means,” 
says Mr. Tesla. 
One of these “devll-telautomata,” he 
says, will soon be constructed, and if 
adopted by the great governments of 
the world, it will stop the building of 
battle-ships and put forts out of busi­ 
ness.
